Not exactly 
a point of departure so much as of 
arrival—AND departure—and of re- 
clame, publicity, clamor and shout- 
ing, it may be said to provide its 
own raison d’etre and, no matter 
what may happen upon the course, 
remains its own justification.

At this writing the Derby Trial 
Stake, the earlier-in-the-week fix- 
ture at Churchill Downs, as its name 
indicates, intended as the definitive 
try-out of the Derby candidates, has 
not been run. But present indicat- 
ions are that it will be left to the 
second-raters. That fPorter’s Cap 
will not go in it is certain, for last 
Sunday he was given his final dis- 
tance trial for the grand event be- 
fore him, when he turned in one 
that was among the most brilliant 
ever recorded, doing the full Derby

Salt And Siew Torch Only 
Thinks To Kill Egg Of Dread 


Hookworm Around Kennels 





We all know what an excellent 
disinfectant a saturated salt solution 
of water is around kennels, especial- 
ly for the dread hookworm whose 
egg is so tough that it survives in 
hydrochloric acid, an egg which only 
two things kill—a blow torch 
and salt. The origin of the discovery

Since salt 
has been used the hookworm count
